Lincoln, Neb., June 14.—Theodore 


loosevelt appealed to the nation to-

o the 1100,000,000 war fund which 
he War Council of the American 
Red Cross is..to raise in Red Cross 
week beginning next Monday for 
mmediate needs. 
Speaking at the 


semi-centennial celebration of Ne- 
traska statehood at Lincoln, Nebras- 
ka, the Colonel declared that the 
Red Cross will be second in import- 
ance only to the army as a factor in 
winning the war. 


Urging the whole country to sup- 


port the most splendidly construc- 
ive work that ever "con fronted a 
lation, Colonel Roosevelt 
said in 
part: 


"Second only to the army in the 


work of winning this war comes our 
Red Cross. 
Indeed the importance 


of this work is so great that the 
President of the United States has 
set apart next week—from June 18- 
25—as a period for sacrifice and 
unselfish generosity, a week in which 


NEED 


the whole American people will be 
asked to join in raising funds to en- 
able our Red Cross to perform 
its 
vast and indispensible duties in this 
war.

"That these duties may not only 


have the support of our hearts, but 
that the gifts of our people may be 
made effective, may be put to the 
best possible use, the President has 
also commissioned several of 
the 


ablest business men of the country 
as a War Council of the Red Cross,

world. This 
War 


Council has already made far-reach- 
ing plans. They tell us that a fund 
of a 1100.000,000 must be raised at 
once in order to meet even the most 
urgent needs.

Allies who are fighting for all that 
makes life worth living? 


"Into our Red Cross should be 


poured without stint a heartfelt of- 
iering of Thanksghing that we are 
peimitted to join in this great ser- 
vice to all 
mankind. Our 
people 


have jet to learn the true meaning 
of sacrifice. 
We have heen so tar 


away froih the scene of battle, 
we 
ha\e been lulled into such drowsv 
ndifference to duty by our ease and 
our prosperity, that we could not 
!eel -Bith any intensity the meaning 
to us of this awful conflict. 
But 


now, 
we must give of our blood and 


our resources 
We see now that this 


las in fact from the beginning been 
a war for our liberty no less than 
for the libertj of our Allies. They 
iave already suffered and endured; 
hej are still suffering1 far more than 
we thought it possible for men to 
endure. 
Now our opportunity has 


come. 
Our sold'ers and sailors will 


do tneir part wthout flinching; we 
may rest assured of their courage 
and fidelity. 
The Red Cross offers 


o us "Rho are not allowed to fight 
he opportunity for sacrifice and for 
help. 


"We little realize what is before 


us. Our own sons and brothers "will 
oon be going mo battle. They will 
e three thousand miles from home, 
n a land already -wasted by war, a 
and threatened by famine, a land 
mitten by dsease. They tell us that 
n many cases today tne wounds of 
oldiers in France must be tied up 
with newspaper 
for 
want of the 


necessary surgical bandages. 
When 


our own men are wounded, — as they 
surely will be in great numbers. — 
are we going to allow them to suf- 
fer yet more because we fail TO pro- 
vide those things which can at least 
mitigate distress? Surely not! 
But 


we must do it in. advance. 
If we 


wait it may be too late. Do it now! 
Xine-tenths of wisdom is bein? wise 
in time! 


"Our Red 
Cross must not only 


care for the shattered bodies of our 
wounded men: it alone can become a 
foster parent to them in the trying 
condition? they are sure to face when 
they are convalescent from wounds 
or recovering from exhaustion 
We 


shall soon have an army of a million 
soldiers. 
When they go to France 


they mus; have homes in w hich to 
rest and to be cared for and to re- 
cover. The generosity of our whole 
people must make it possible for our 
Red Cross to provide for them. 


"In past wars, the Red Cross de- 


voted itself largely to caring for the 
wounded behind 
the 
battle 
line. 


Even in this war that duty is still 
of vast magnitude and • paramount 
importance. All that we do or can 
do for the soldiers of our own or 
our Allied armies will be too little. 
But this is a war in which not only 
armies but 
whole peoples are en- 


gaged. In no previous war have the 
innocent 
non-combatants 
had 
to 


bear so terrible a share of its physi- 
cal sufferings. 
And it is through 


our Red Cross that we can show to 
the nations of the world how the 
great heart of the American people 
goes out to them in their distress. 
"France — proud, brave, bleeding
